As part of Local 
Government Week, they are 
talking to elementary school 
students about the functions 
of municipal governments. 

Showing a PowerPoint 
and carrying props, the 
pair explained town ser¬ 
vices to two Grade 5 classes 
at A.K. Wigg Public School 
Monday. 

The mayor laid out a 
nightmare scenario of 
waking up without them. 

“You would turn your 
tap to brush your teeth and 
nothing would come out,” 
Augustyn said. 

“You would flick the light 
switch and nothing would 

He went on to explain the 
sidewalks wouldn’t be there 
to walk to school nor would 
the roads for the school 
buses. 

The mayor showed the 
students a water meter that 
the town uses to measure 

He then showed them a 
bottle of water. 

“How much does it cost to 
buy one of these?” he asked. 

“About $1.50,” said one of 
the students. 

Then then he took a metre 

“Who knows what a cubic 
metre is?” 

The students answered it 
was a box shape that mea¬ 
sures a metre on each side. 

“For $1.35 you can fill this 
with water,” he said explain¬ 
ing user fees and the cost 
of local drinking water from 

Augustyn explained how 


local government handles 
services nearest to the stu¬ 
dents such as roads, parks, 
police, fire fighting, and 


school crossing guards while 
the province handles larger 
services such as health care 
and education and the fed¬ 


eral government defence, 
international affairs, and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


For Augustyn and Arcaro, 
this was their third school. 
They had been to Glynn A. 
Green in Fonthill and St. 


Ann Catholic in Fenwick. 

A.K. Wigg teacher Scott 
Kurland said his Grade 5 
students and those of Trish 
Ianizzi were in the middle of 
their studies of government. 

The mayor's visit fits in 
with the program of studies, 
he said. 

In wrapping up his pre¬ 
sentation that ran for about 
an hour, Augustyn urged 
the students to participate 
in their community every 
chance they get. 

“You are your municipal¬ 
ity,” he said. 

As they get older, they 
will be able to vote, run for 
office, and volunteer for 
boards and commissions. 

“We couldn’t operate 
without volunteers.” 

In the last municipal 
election, he pointed out, a 
19-year-old student ran for 
town council. 

He praised the A.K. Wigg 
students for their own 
adopt-a-road program to 
keep Haist St. clean. 

He cheered them for their 
role in the recent cleanups 
during Participation Days 
sponsored by the Pelham 
Communities in Bloom 
Committee. 

Town clerk Nancy Bozzato 
and the mayor developed 
the presentation a couple 
of years ago as a way to 
explain local government to 
elementary students. 

"The response you get 
often depends on how far 
along the students are in 
their government studies,” 
Augustyn said as he fielded 
questions at the end of

Tendering touchy 

P elham town council found itself 
in an unusual debate at its last 
meeting. Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
presented a “minority report 1 ! It was over 
the awarding of a job to replace the roof 
on the Old Pelham Town Hall. 

Council re-tendered the project after 
the original quote drew a complaint about 
the lowest bid coming from a Toronto 
firm. The new quote came in lower at 
$11,694 from a local firm. 

In his minority report, Durley 
questioned how it was brought to council. 

“Policy is in place giving explicit 
direction to staff as to how such matters 
get advertised, and how such contracts 
are awarded. There is an upper limit of 
$25,000 allowing contracts to be awarded 
without having the matter come to the 
council table for approval," he said. 

Bringing it back throws doubt on the 
integrity of the process, Durley suggested 
“This minority report is intended to 
make public the fact that all matters 
of price quotations and awarding of 
contracts are handled in a consistent, 
open and transparent manner, and that 
the member or members of council that 
requested this matter be brought to the 
council table acted in error and that 
proper protocol and order during tbis 
council meeting was not compliant with 
our policy and procedures.” 

The report debate led to Mayor Dave 
Augustyn leaving the chair to speak. 
Deputy mayor, Ward 2 Coun. Catherine 
King had to break a tie to accept the 
minority report. 

Bang Durley, Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp 
and Ward2 Coun. Gary Accursi backed 
it Augustyn and Ward 1 councillors Larry 
Clark and Richard Rybiak opposed it. 

The minority report is an oddity. 

Durley, however, is making a good point 
Tendering process is a touchy.

Pace cars, sharrows come to Pelham 


I he Pelham Active 
X Transportation Committee 
is always alert to opportunities 
to promote pedestrian safety, 
particularly around school zones.

For safety reasons, cyclists should 
ride one metre from the curb to 
avoid road debris and sewer grates. 
Likewise, while riding on streets 
that allow on-street parking, cyclists 
should maintain the one metre 
separation to avoid being hit by a car

sharrows. Bike lanes are painted on 
roads with a bike symbol and a solid 
white line.

Region decides howto fill vacancy 


l—t egional Council was 
X Vpoised to decide how to 
fill a vacancy during its Thursday 
meeting. 

You will recall that since Cindy 
Forster was elected as the Welland 
MPP on Oct. 6, she resigned from 
Regional Council. On Oct. 27, 
Regional Council formally accepted 
her resignation and officially 
declared her seat vacant. 

The Municipal Act provides two 
options to fill the vacancy: 

First, Regional Council may 
appoint an “eligible’’ person 
within 60 days of declaring a seat 
vacant. An eligible person includes 
someone who consents to the 
appointment, and is a Canadian 
citizen who is at least 18 years old 
and resides in Niagara. 

Second, Counci may hold a 
byelection. An eligible candidate 
would have to fulfill the same

criteria as above. 

Following past practice and in 
a “spirit of collegjality'! Regional 
Council asked Welland city council 
to consider the matter and offer a 


respected the recommendation of 
a town or city council when filling a 
vacancy. 

If Regional Council supports that 
recommendation, Welland staff 
will organize the byelection, but the 
Region will pay for the election’s 
“reasonable costs.” The city’s 
clerk estimates that a byelection 
could cost as much as $100,000; 
regional staff recommends that 
the unallocated 2011 surplus - 
expected to be $1.2 million - could 


After a long debate on a couple 
of different motions at their Nov. 

1 meeting, Welland city council 
recommended that the Region fill 
the seat by holding a byelection. 

I understand that this is the 
first time since the Region was 
established in 1970 that a city or 
town council has recommended a 
by-election. Further, I understand 
that Regional Council has always 


Last month I wrote that I was 
most interested in feedback from 
Welland residents before making 
up my mind on the matter. I am 
pleased that I did receive significant 
feedback by e-mail, phone, and 
in person. (In fact, more people 
contacted me now than when 
Pelham council faced a vacancy in 
March 2011!) 

Of those Welland residents that 


provided their opinion, 59% wanted 
a by-election, 26% preferred the 
appointment of the third-placed 
candidate, and 21% wanted another 
individual to be appointed - either 
a sitting Welland city councillor, 
or a former Welland mayoral 
candidate. (The percentages equal 
more than 100% because 7% 
suggested two methods.) 

I recognize that these results 
cannot be projected like a 
“representative sample" but I 
sincerely appreciate each person 
that provided their feedback and 
opinion.

Town is sending a letter to the 
Ontario Minister of Energy to alert the 
ministry to the presence of an airport 
in the town. 

The ministry is considering a 
project to construct energy generating 
windmills in West Lincoln, Wainfleet 
and possibly Pelham.
